GOVERNOR MAKES 


SHARP 
CRITICISM 


RAILJOMMISSION 


URGES CREATION OF OIL 
AND GAS COMMISSION TO 
ADMINISTER PRORATION 


AUSTIN, May 1.—(#)— 


Governor Miriam A. Fergu- 
son today sent to the Texas 
legislature a message criti- 
cizing the railroad commis- 
sion's administration of oil 
proration laws and urging 
the creation of an oil and 
gas commission. 


The governor said that the rail- 


road commission's order permit- 
ting the East Texas oil field 
a 


daily production of 750,000 bar- 
rels was "one of the most ill-aa- 
vlsed official actions that has ta- 
ken place in many years" and wan 
the "cause of ten cent oil today." 


Mrs. Ferguson suggested that 


the speaker of the house and tha 
lieutenant-governor be empowered 
to act with her in the appoint-;

Mter three decadei of iteadfatt refuial to visit the land of hit conquerors General Emilia Aguinaldo, wh« 
ied the Philippine insurrectionist! in. their fight for liberty after the Spanish-American War, will visit tha 
United States shortly to discuss the Philippine Independence Bill, to which he is opposed, with President 
Roosevelt. Although he holds no political position in the islands, Aguinaldo is looked upon by his country- 
men in the same light as we revere the memory of George Washington. His history i« « colorful one. 
Back in 1896, when he was • teacher in the parochial school of his native town, Cayite Vie jo, across the bay 
from Manila, he led the islands in revolt'against Spanish rule and succeeded in winning many reforms for 
his country. However, the terms of the peace treaty he signed with the Spanish Governor General in 1897 
provided for his exile. He went to Hongkong, where he remained until Dewey had blasted the Spanish fleet 
out of Manila Bay. Then he offered his services to the United States in subduing the islands on condition 
that the Philippines would be given self-government. According to Aguinaldo, these terms were accepted. 
He kept his part of the bargain, helping to capture the city of Manila. But he claims that the United State* 
failed to keep its part of the-agreement, This resulted in the insurrection, during, which Aguinaldo was 
chased for two years, always keeping a jump ahead of the American forces sent, to capture him. However, 
he was trapped by General (then Colonel) Frederick Funstonin 1901. He took the oath of allegiance to the 


U. S., and for three decades has kept it faithfully.

Briggs, 57, of Texas, 
died today at his apartment 
here of a sudden heart at- 
tack. 


Briggs was sitting in his 
ed shortly after 9 a. m., 


talking /with his wife, the former 
Mrs, Lois Slaytpn Woodworth of 
New York, when he died. He had 
been joking with her about taking 
a day off from work and resting, 
since the house was in recess. 


Without a word he collapsed in 
his wifes1 arms. Physicians were 
summoned but he died shortly af- 
terward. 


Besides his wife, Briggs is surviv- 


ed by two chlfHren, Clay Stone.Jr., 
an infant of 15 months, and Olive 
Branch, 5 years old. Mrs. Briggs 
has three children her first hus- 
band, Dorothy Jocelln, 13, Jeanne 
B;, 11, and Newell, B., 9, 


He represented the seventh Tex- 
as district which includes Galves- 
ton, his home town. He came to 
congress in 1919 and has. served 
continuously since. 
Previously, he 


had-been.for ten years judge of 
the district court at the Tenth ju- 
dicial district of Texas. 
Briggs was born at Galvestonin

University of Texas, Harvard Uni- 
versity and Yale. He also served

-arid took a leading part in obtain- 
ing many federal enterprises for 
•Galyeston and other cities In his 
territory. 
Born here Jan. 8, 1876, Briggs 
'was educated at the University of 
Texas, Yale and Harvard, served 
In the Texas legislature and then 
was appointed judge of the Tenth 
judicial district. He was married 
Aug. 17, 1927, to Mrs. Lois Slayton 
Woodworth of New York state. 
"Besides his widow and children, 
Briggs was survived by a sister, 
Mrs. Edgar F. Brown of Syracuse, 
W. Y. 
1 Briggs waa a man of exemplary 
life and habits, was a total ab- 
stainer of drink and did not use 
tpbacco. Although not prominent 
in national- afaflrs, seldom being 
heard In debates of general inter- 
est, he was . distinguished among 
his colleagues in congress for his

OLD BELMONT MANSION HAD 


BEEN TURNED INTO LARGEST 


ILLICIT DISTILLERY HOUSE

HEMPSTEAD, L. I., N. Y., April 


29.—(/P)—Through 
the portals of 


the old Belmont mansion, which 
once opened only to admit so- 
ciety's bluest bluebloods, eight fed- 
eral agents passed early today. 
They came out with eight pri- 


soners and the announcement that 
they, had captured 
the largest 


alcohol still ever found 
in the 
1 stl 
EorK 
New YorK area. 


They found the 27-room house, 


once owned by the late Mrs. O. H. 
P. Belmont, social dictator at the 
turn of the century, had been 
converted Into a huge distillery. 
Its distinctive feature was a pol- 
ished still, built to turn out 5,000 
gallons of molasses alcohol daily, 
running Into 19-barrel bats set on 
parquet floors among 10-foot plate 
mirrors. 


Their eight prisoners, the agents 


announced, were mere employes 
of a lea.dlng alcohol dealer who 
was not named. 


The old Belmont home occupies 
two square miles of wooded land.

BEER REVENUE OUT- 


LOOK 


Prospects ' are that beer 


may prove far more import- 
ant as a revenue producer 
for the federal government 
than was predicted when 
congress passed the beer act. 
At that time $150,000,000 
a year was seen as the prob- 
able maximum yield. 


Only a little figuring is 


required to show that this 
sum may be largely exceed- 
ed. It would require sales 
totaling only 30,000,000 bar- 
rels a year to produce the 
estimated $150,000,000 tax 
revenue. This would mean 
an average of about 82,000 
barrels a day. For the first 
24 hours after the beer act 
became effective, the sales 
according to reliable esti- 
mates, reached a total of 
between 1,000,000 and 1,- 
500,000 barrels. 


This, however, probably 


did not represent the total 
demand during that period. 
Brewers, because of a short- 
age in stock on hand 
or 


transportation 
difficulties, 


were unable to supply all 
communities open 
to 
the 


sale of beer. The supplies 
which did reach cities and 
towns were quickly exhaust- 
ed in some cases, and addi- 
tional supplies were not im- 
mediately 'available. 


It is not to be expected 


that the settled demand will 
remain as high as were the 
initial requirements. There 
can be little doubt, however, 
that huge quantities of beer 
will be drunk during the 
coming 12 months, probably 
much more than it was esti- 
mated in congress would be 
the case.

for farm labor, supplying men or 
families when requested by Na- 
varro county farmers. The com-

from the committee. 


A. F. Mitchell reported thai all 


those who had secured seed for

Whereas, Major Charles H. Mills 


of Corsicana, a member of the 
'33rd legislature, 1913-1915, depart- 
ed this life in Houston on April 1'3, 
1933, while temporarily there • for 
treatment; his 
funeral 
services 


were held at Corsicana, in the 
home In which he was born sixty- 
five years before. 
He was the 


only son of the eminent Texan, 
Roger Q. Mills, who served his 
state and nation with distinction 
as colonel In the 
Confederate 
army, congressman 
and United 
States senator; and 


Whereas, Major Mills was edu- 


cated in the schools of Corsicana 
and in Washington, D. C., and was 
graduated from Georgetown Uni- 
versity at Washington. He wa» 
married to the beautiful Miss Ra- 
chael Slmms of Bryan, Texas, in

and she survives him. He 
served his distinguished father as 
secretary unlll his relirement fronj 
office. He was appointed by Pres- 
ident William McKinley as a major 
in the Spanish-American war and 
acquitted himself with merit.

Justified its exlslence, and we want 
to keep it above reproach, and 
keep the faith and good will of 
t.be people." 
"The Legion Is criticized for 
some things it has done, but it is 
composed of the flnust men in 
every city," the speaker went on. 
He further pointed out that the 
organization is short in members, 
but is in no way discouraged, an'l 
will serve "God and tho country 
until the last, man hns died."

ANNUAL REPORT OF STATE 
, 


AUDITOR MOORE LYNN IS 


DELIVERED GOV. FERGUSON 


Facts have been substituted for 
opinions and guesses in the second 
annual report of State Auditor 
Moore Lynn, delivered to Governor 
Miriam A- Ferguson Monday, on 
"taxes and indebtedness of local 
units of government In Texas." 


In a statement to the press con- 
cerning the report, the auditor 
says: "For years' there was much 
conjecture and surmise but no de- 
pendable information as to the 
amount of taxes and debts of local 
units of government. . . . The ma- 
terial in this report will be of par- 
ticular value to local budget-mak- 
ing officials." 
It is urgently recommended in 


the report that some state agency 
be given authority to prescribe and 
enforce uniform methods of ac- 
counting and reporting for all sub- 
divisions of government. 


According to the report, the total 


amount of taxes collected ,by the 
state and by all local units of gov- 
ernment for the fiscal periods end- 
ing prior to September 1, 1932 was 
$207,971,068- This figure does not 


$119,649,325; of this amount $46,- 
725,397 was for the last fiscal pe- 
riod and $72,919,928 for 
prior pe- 


riods, showing 
an 
increase 
of 
about 60 per cent in delinquencies 
during the past fiscal year. Due to 
the fact that few of the local sub- 
divisions have accurate recompiled 
tax records, the report indicates 
that the latter figures does not 
represent the true condition. 
The "net debt" computed by tak- 


ing the difference between the to- 
tal outstanding bonded indebted- 
ness and time warrants and the 
amount to the. credit of 'the sink- 
ing funds to retire such indebted- 
ness was $708,607,835. Taxes col- 
lected for debt purposes amounted 
to 71-2 per cent of the. net debt. 
The report states that it is believ- 
ed that in many cases the taxes 
were collected for debt purposes 
was inadequate, due in a large 
measure to the increase in delin- 
quencies.
